TAXATION AND REPRESENTATION. 

Tho old English doctrine tluit taxation 
and rcpresenttUion should ^o tiigctlicr, 
o'.ight not to be lust sight of, — and jiarlii.'u- 
kirly by U3 at the present juncuire of uur 
affairs. In ii very short time the euluuy 
Vfill bo free from the divoct interference nt 
the Company in our govorninout, — lliough 
perhaps not indirectly so long as oiliciuls 
romaiu in office, who are iniorcsibd in their 
dividends, 'Wo will then be exjiected 
by the Homo Government, tu provide tiie 
ways and means to support our lueal guv- 
ornment Either ini[iusts or taxes will 
liftve to be imposed in order to prcjvido a 
revenue. The Crown lands' or royalties on 
thi ^lno8'|yriU not bo sufficient for tiie >.ui>- 
pbrt'of bur CiVii iiist oiid do justice to tlie 
<!OUnLtry.''^''Neithbr would it be sound policy, 
if we wish {d'' encourage ininiigratinn, to 
make' thb Civil List a charge on the lands. 
For the cheaper we can sell lands tu actiiul 
tettlers the greater are the induci'nie:its \vc 
hold out for them to settle up the interior. 
In obtaiuing the control of tho means to as- 
aibt iu populating tiio country! wo must 
make provisions for thu Civil List of tho col- 
ony, OS it is unusiial for the Crown to give 
up its dictatorial control over t'.ie territorial 
reveuuG for a nominal one till such time as 
the colony stipulates fur the support of the 
the Civil list. It being, then, a prime ob- 
ject with us uicreasc our jjopuhitiuii, we 
must aim at umki'.iu every resource of tlio 
country bend to that purpose — and iu doing 
■0 no,other course is ppoa ;,fq]; us than to 
moke the salaries cfj our o^cials, and all tlic 
expenses of the Government, chargeable on 
the general revenue of the country. This 
is the only policj], Avhich will enable 
country-to 'progress. It has been proven 
over and over again, in otiier colonii.'s, lliat 
fho dictatorship (jf l!ie Coluulai olli-i-, us to 
the price uf lands, has ahva\ -; lici.n a clog 
to tiiem — and the only way tlo'y liavi> ever 
became prosperous, is by securing tho sole 
manftgementof tlieir :rosources^ subject to 
thtf'boinlnal ibiitrol of 'the OroW ; for it is 
a'jpeifeet abstirdity to suppose that officials 
balftlic world distant are as capable of 
judging of our wants and ])olic_y as our- 
Rolvos. At present wi; i)ay no taxes, but 
foreseeing the heavy ljurdeiis tlie.C(juntry 
will have to bear, we wish taxation and 
representation to go together. W'e wiuit 
every British :!uljjeet who pays taxes cjn 
real or personal jtroperty, to have a voice 
in the paymentof the esCpenges of th^ 'coun- 
try. 'Wo object alike to universal Biiffragc 
and to diversified sulfrage, in tin' sliajie of 
leases and freeholders, a,- ]iro|iMscd in t he 
Bill bef)re the House. Th- Ics-ce nualili- 
cation may suit Great Uritain admirably, 
but is a novelty in a m'w ci uutiy, where 
jiropertj' is so easily acquired : and the 
freehold nuulilication is entirely obsolete iu 
our, sister colonics, east — and in Australia, 
wlicrp universal suffrage exi.sts, and is too 
proBcriptlvo to .allow the voice of tho tax
